Burney Whitebear from the Seattle £ndilans gave his 

support along with Steve Robados from the Chicano movement, Crag 
Honts from SWP and Al Tumarillo from SDS.

had received. Representatives from the BSU mentioned that the 
Indians were becoming organized in that they wei‘e realizing their 
rights wnd were not going to be intimidated by the White man.

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The National Freedom March for Human Dignity, called by Black and trade-union leaders for 
December 14th in Boston, can strike a powerful blow against the racist mobs trying to block | 
school desegregation there. 

Boston has become a national battleground. Racist forces are on the offensive to stop any 
progress toward genuine equality for Black people, and if they can get away with it, to begin 
rolling back the gains of the civil rights movement. Be eset | 

Their code words are "forced busing" and "neighborhood schools." But the mobs screaming 
"niggers go home" and throwing rocks at Black children tell the real Story. The racist organi- 
zations like the Ku Klux Klan and the Nazis have turned up in South Boston, knowing that the 
"anti-busing" movement is fertile ground for recruitment. David Duke, the national director 
of the KKK summed up the real sentiment of the "anti-busing" forces at a Klan sponsored rally 
in South Boston: "The real issue isn't education, the real issue isn't a school here or there... 
the real issue is niggers!" The crowd at the rally roared its approval. 

The Black children of Boston and their parents are up against powerful foes in their 
Struggle for quality education. The federal judge who ordered the busing found that there has 
been a decade-long conspiracy by the all-white Boston School Committee to restrict Black students 
to inferior schools. : 

This is the issue in Boston: the right of Black children to attend desegrepgated schools in 
Search of a better education. The pious talk by the anti-busing forces is nothing but a cover-up 
for continued segregation and racism. te 

The racists are highly organized and well financed. They have received aid and comfort from 
President Ford, from the anti-busing bills passed in Congress, and from recent U.S. Supreme 
Court decisions against busing in Detroit and Richmond, Virginia. 

While the racists have organized a boycott of the Boston schools and have poured into the 
Streets by the thousands week after week, few voices have been raised to answer them. This is 
a national struggle as the segregationists and racists well know. They are beginning to mobilize 
Support from opponents of busing around the country. Already, in New York, an earlier busing 
plan is being watered down by state authorities. 

The racist offensive can be defeated. But it will take a massive counter-mobilization by 
Supporters of civil rights. , am | 

On December 14th thousands from around the country will join the Freedom March for Human 
Dignity in Boston, just as the Freedom Riders of the early 60's went South to batter down the 
walls of Jim Crow segregation: ~ | | | o  # 

Here in Seattle, along with other cities on the West Coast, supporters of civil rights 
Will raise their voices in support of the rights of the Black children of Boston by joining 
local solidarity marches.
